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I. Summary: 

This legislation re-creates the Consumer Fraud Trust Fund without modification, effective upon 
becoming a law.  The Consumer Fraud Trust Fund, FLAIR #21-2-127,  is administered by the 
Justice Administration Commission.  This fund was created by Chapter 98-353. 

II. Present Situation: 

The receipts of the Consumer Fraud Trust Fund are expended for attorney fees and costs of 
investigation or litigation in proceedings resulting from the enforcement of the consumer 
protection laws of the state.   
 
The primary source of revenue for the Consumer Fraud Trust Fund is a civil judgment of not 
more than $10,000 per violation.  The enforcing authority is entitled to receive reimbursement 
for attorney fees and costs of investigation or litigation incurred in enforcing the consumer 
protection laws of the state.   

III. Effect of Proposed Changes: 

This bill re-creates the trust fund without modification.
